In doing ao ho 
said. : "I am convinced of you Majesty's 
iirdcnt desiro to ameliorato the position 
and assure tlie prosijerity of your sub- 
jects," withoiit-diatihbtion as to race or 
religioniv" , This sounds very well as 
tii& Ifiiiguago of courtesy, but there is 
np evidence that tho Sultan intends to 
ilo anything of the kind, nor could Mr. 
Goschen have believed that ho did. 
The prejudice of caste and religion is 
too stronfi; in tho Turkish mind to tol- 
erate anything which disagrees with it, 
and the "reforms" promised, and about 
which so much has been said lately, so 
far as the Sultan is concerned, are 
purely things of the imagination. But 
Mr. Goschcn, with little faith in Turk- 
ish promises, has outlined a plan for 
,the protection of the Jews, which it is 
said raeots with tho approbiition of his 
Government, of Sir iMoses Montefiore 
and a number of otiier influential and 
wealtliy Israelites. lie proposes for 
the Sultan's acceptance to form into a 
united Jewish colony tho districts of 
Gilead and INIoab, which extend to 
#j5PMt:i6.QQ>ft'^0 hectares, and are- at pre- 
sent inhabited only ' by a few nomad 
tribes. The Ottoman Government 
would retaip. its suzerain rights over 
this territory, wliioli was formerly the 
part of the Promised Land set aside for 
tlie tribes of Gad, Rueben and j\Ianas- 
:ieh, and would^receivij in return for its 
concessions A riiiinber of millions fi om 
certain capitalists who have undertak- 
en thut^they .shall bo forthcoming. An 
argument adclressod to tho avarice of 
tlib'^Turkish ruler is much more likely 
to be effective than an appeal to his 
generosity, and if 1;he Jewish j-eoplo at 
lai-ge approv&^^)f liirTGosouisN's i)rojcct 
and set to work to carry it out the ]ier- 
KecittioiV of' their race under iMoslcm 
tyranny would cea.se, "When colonized 
as suggested tliey would be a much 
greater power tiian now, scattered as 
tiioy are, abroad, and besides being bet- 
tor able to resist oppression, they nii^jht 
rely upon English .sympathy and aid, 
■"as well as that of other tolerant Euro- 
ptan nations, to establish them per- 
manently and prosperously.in their new 
home?.

• The resolution of the Great Council 
of the Canton of Geneva to withdraw 
State aid from all Churches is the out- 
come' of a long agitation for the entire 
separation of Sfch'fe and' Church. The 
old Protestant establishment of Geneva 
was abolished in 184:7, and in its stead 
an almost creedless church was set up, 
governed by a Consistory electetl by 
the uniyersal-sufirage of the Protestants 
JnHhe Canton. In 1873, tho rigid Cal- 
.^inista..: having held power f6r soine 
■years, 'a retrogado step was made by 
which Roman Catholic priests who re- 
fused to coraply with tho orders of the 
State were deprived of their right to 
officiate. In 1875 a bill for the separa- 
tion of State and Church was rejected 
by tht} Grand Council, religious cor- 
porations were suppressed, and all pub- 
. :liCT ecclcBiastical services outside the 
State cnurches were abolished. The 
Cathedral of Geneva was handed over 
to tho Old Catholics, and it will be re- 
membered that Pere Hy.vcinthe 
preached from its pulpit for some little 
time. - As the Boman Catholics of the 
.Canton nuuib'er about'50,000, or rather 
'more than all 'other denominations 
taken together, it was evident that the 
regime of their opponents could not 
long be maintained. The struggle for 
"the possession of political power has at 
rlast : happily resulted in the determina- 
' tioh of the Council to efFect entire 
separation between Sta.to and Church. 
Neither Protestants nor Roman Cath- 
olics' are hereafter to receive moneys 
from\the Government.

Ottawa. Juno 7. — Notwithstanding 
that . the Government have recently 
made a concession to the exporters of 
xcanned fish in the matter of, drawback 
io'be paid^on tjie inat<^rialB imported 
for use in the process of canning, ' tho 
said exporters are still dissatisfied, 
in view of the faet that the existing 
tariff aim;; at being protective, reason- 
ably .so, with the amount of drawback 
• allowed. Much h.as already boon pub- 
licly "said- about^the icontrareisy^'be- 
tween the fish^paolcVrySiTd the Govern- 
ment upon this question; and the im- 
portance of the subject is so paramount 
in interest to a large .ricction of the 
people of this Dominion (hat the agi- 
tation will be continued until tho de- 
mands of the Cah-packer^>are acceded 
to. 'That its iniportnnco has riot been 
over-estimated must be evident from 
these statistics, gleaned from the ofiicial 
returns for the fiscal year 1878-70: — 
The total value of all kinds of fish 
exported w.as §6,928,871. One-fourth 
of this amount,^$l,7i8,777i-; represents 
tho export of "canned "fish: — canned 
lobsters being §1,103,900, and 
canned salmon, .$611,817. Tho Pro- 
vince of British Columbia contributes 
nearly the whole export of salmon, and 
its total c.Kport of canned fish amounts 
to, roughly speaking,' about $700,000.' 

The importance of the discussion of 
the question of drawback, therefore, to 
the Province of British Cohunbia can 
easily be recognized, especially as San 
Francisco is, and must for several 
years to come continue to be, the prin- 
cipal '.market where the fish-cannerapof 
that Province purchase Jill' the material 
required in canning. In truth, Briti.sh 
Columbia, in regard to imports, is more 
unfavorably situated than even the 
older Provinces. 

Last fall Mr. DeCosmos, M. P., for- 
warded from_3'^ictorio, B. 0,, , to .the 
Dominion Government a petitiolv from 
Messrs. Stalilschmidt and Ward, of 
that city, cvporters of canned Gsli, 
claiming that a drawback sliould not 
only bo allowed on the tin imported for 
use in canning, but for tho total duty 
paid on all the materials imported for 
use in canning. Tho British Columbia 
Board of Trade also forwarded a peti- 
tion demanding", thiit' the drawback 
should bo of all duties paid on mater- 
ial used in the wocess of canning. At 
this time the only drawback allowed 
was thirty-four cents on each box of 
tin imported. Tlie cant\ers of British 
"Columbia protested against the drawr 
back being specific, and asked that it 
be ad valorem, because tho price paid 
by tiiem for each box of tin was much 
larger than that paid in tho older pro- 
vinces. The duty tlien paid in British 
Columbia was based upon the ]irice 
paid for each box of tin in their, mar- 
ket, San Francisco, aniF' not- ' on the 
price paid by tho canners'oPthBVinari- 
time Provinces. 

The phase of tho controversy be- 
tween the fish canncrs of the i\faritinie 
Provinces, led by jNIr. .Tohn iMathcrs, 
of Nova Scotia,' is too well known in 
this portion of Canada to need any ex- 
planation save this, that tho demand 
made by the fish exporters in every 
part of tho Dominion is a uniform one; 
viz., that tho drawback allo\yed should 
be equal to the full amount of duty 
paid on all tho material imported for 
use in canning fish. I'-: .■■iLc. 

When the recont.^Bes8ion jof-.aPftriiA'" 
nient opened, individual members made 
representations to the government 
against the injustice being done the 
fish-canners, but these representations 
were at first without effect. Ulti- 
mately a private caucus of Ministerial- 
ists interested was held, and "a me- 
morial signed by twenty members of 
Parliament, including all the British 
Columbia members, supporting the de- 
mands of tho Csli-canners was adopted. 
Messrs. DeCosmos and Daly were com- 
missioned to j)resent tliis memorial to 
the government, which they did. What 
took place at the interview is unknown, 
save that the deputation left with 'the 
impression that the government had 
acceded to their prayer; viz., that a 
drawback equivalent to tho full amount 
of duty paid siiould bo allowed. Judge 
the astonishment of tho ministerialists 
a few weeks ago, when the new regula- 
tions were issued, tliat instead of the 
government keeping faith with their 
supporters, they had only increased the 
drawback from thirty-five cents to fifty 
cents per box on each box of tin plates 
imported. It is in connection with 
this matter, among others, that Mr. 
DeCosmos, M.'P., is now in tho city, 
waiting for the return of Mr. Bowell, 
minister of . customs, from the west« 
when he wiU interview him and ask 
an explanation of the apparent breach 
of faitli. 

Pending the government's explana- 
tion it is of course impossible to speak 
with any degree of assurance of the 
line of defence they will adopt; but it 
is known that the officials in- tho do 
partraent who usually influence the 
government's action in matters of this 
kind offer the plea that the government 
have no power by statute to ' allow a 
drawback on the full arhouut of duty 
paid. That this position is untenable 
is evident from the following extracts 
from exiatingistajtutesi w -jn^ '44 

Cap. lO'Tic. 40,'%tioh''^12'5, sub- 
section 11, provides that tho Govern- 
may grant "a drawback of the mhok or 
part of the duty paid on such articles 
which may have been used in Canadian 
manufactures, and any such materials 
transferred to the free list by Orfler in 
in Council ahair bn free of dulios of 
Customs from tho (imo herein appoint- 
ed, itc' 

The preceding quotation is from an 
Act which consolidates all preceding 
Acts and must be interpreted in the 
spirit of preceding Act.s. If this be 
so, then importance should be attached 
tp.;tefP^9*1?>?gl^ct»ons w^ighHa[EB^ar 
in preceding Acts: — 

Vic": 31,' cap. 44, sec. 10;'.' provides 
that the Government may "allow on 
the exportation of . goods' which' have 
been imported into Canada, and on 
which a duty of Customs has been | 



paid, a dfitwbacfc^equal to the duty so 
paid, and in cases tD be mentioned in 
such regulations and subject to such 
provisions as may be therein made,

THE $15,000 KOiSSSIir .CASE.. 

F. B. McNamoo Oommittod sMfor 
Oontempt of Court. 

JIontueai., June H. — The climax in 
our lower court practice was reached 
thi;i .mo'.-ning in the Court of Special 
Sessions, Mr. Desnoyer.s, Judge of Ses- 
sions, presiding. The court-room was 
crowded, and the case in pi-ogress was 
that of the now celebrated $15,000 rob 
bery from T'/'B. McNaihiee's bookkeep- 
er. Tiie prisoners were in tho docic, 
but tho principal witness, Turner, tho 
bookkeeper was absent. Mr. Mous 
seau, Giwn prosecutor, in the cour.se 
of his rdmark.s, again charged MK Mc- 
Namee with collusion, wlien the latter 
rose from his chair and demanded 
from the magistrate tho protection of 
the Court again.st .'^uch a vile slander. 
He was ordered to. sit down, but refus- 
ed, and^ eontin«ed''tp demand ;thab tw fv 
witness in the casi? ' he 'shoulit'" reee'i vo 
the protection of the Court. Turninj 
to Mr. jMoussoau ho denounced him a: 
an infamous liar, and called him f 
hireling of tlie Quebec Government 
Meantime, Mr. Desnoyer.'i having ex- 
hausted his efforW^tb' quiet the enraged 
witness, ordered'the jiolice to remove 
him. Three or four ppliceuien made a 
rusii upon RfcNamce;' ' hustled 'hilu 
about and tore .some buttons faom his 
coat, while i\Ir. ]\lcNamce's friends in 
Court rushed forward, and for a few 
momeiUs a riot .seemed ininunenf. The 
deputy .high constable rele.iaed M 
McNaiiiee fro in the ppol icemQhiw.and 
matters were,' quieted.' '^ AVhoh Uho 
Court ■was about to adjourn Mr. Jfc- 
Namee again charged JMr. Mousseau 
with having stated an infaraouR lie, 
and point-blank ainiekQ<l out his de- 
testation of him. as'a: hireling of tho 
Quebec Gjovernment. ^ i - I J 

This afEei-noori 'when . t1i"ef";Cqui t of 
Sessions met at 2:30 o'clock' Mr/ De.s- 
noyers, police magistrate, told Mr. Mc- 
Namee that the dignity of the Court 
must be upheld and ordered the chief 
of police to take him in chnrge. This 
ha^ijing bc^h done he asked Mr. Mc- 
Naraee' if he had anything to say why 
sentence should not be i^a'ssed 'upon 
him. 

Mr. McNamee in a very quiet man- 
ner assured his Honor that he never 
for a moment intended an insiilt to tho 
Courl. From the moment the robbery 
was committed his Honor and the High 
Constable, %vere the ^nl^public ollicials 
who had «oKe an^tliing^To«fi^p him to 
get his money b;ick. He proceeded at 
some length to explain why he had 
lost his temper, all of which may bo 
sumnicd up in hl'i closing sentences: — 
"This morning when I got up to ad- 
dress yoiiv'iHbnqr 'I go(,',uiV.^9ri''Uio spu r 
of the moment wlien Mr. Mousseau 
said that I was in collusion with tl'io 
prisoners.

oners. A\'^lien mv counsel got np he 
was. immediately ordered to sit down 
again. Being a.la>yyer he knew what 
was his duty and he sat down. Tiiis 
morning wlien ftfr. Mousseau repeated 
the same charge in a more aggravat ing 
manner, without siiowing this Court or 
the community at large the slightest 
evidence that I was in conspiracy with 
the prisoners for their escape, Icortaiii- 
1}' did perhaps what in cooler nmments 
I should have been aorr^ to have done, 
and now I musd "8ay:'*.!as'ia'r ' as your 
Honor is conceriied J; regret it." 

His honor was glad that, tho prisoner 
had taken back one part of the offence, 
but there remained tlio insult to the

Sir, — I have the honor to inform you 
that under the 30 Yet. v. 3,31, I . or- 
dered as the presiding Judge to report 
upon tho trial of the above four prisoners 
now lying in New Westminster gaol un- 
der sentence of death for the murder of 
John Usaher.. 

Tliia report cannot bo completed with- 
out entering into tho question of the 
validity of an Asaizo held as this haa 
boon without commission of oyer .and 
terminer gaol doliveiy and iiisiprius. 

Tho judges still retain that doubt al- 
ready 80 strongly "btit roapeetfully ox- 
presa'ea'' 'Beforeharid to" tho Government, 
and the Aaaizo was held under protest. 

Tho doubt has not been removed or 
any attempt made to remove it, although 
sufficient opportunity and time havo boon 
allowed for the purpose. 

Nor are the judges made acquainted 
with tho reasons which, 'over-ruling their 
objections, influenced tho Esecutivo to 
decide on the 11th inst. that thoro was 
no necessity for a commission for Oyer 
and terminer, gaol delivery and nitipritis 
to entitle a Supremo Court Judge to try 
the prisoners at New Westminster. 

With 30 many witnesses brought down 
at great expense and an unprecedented 
number of jurors attending on tho 13th, 
tho Victoria steamer leaving for New 
Westminster on the 12th, timo was too 
pressing for either debate or delay, and 
tlie circumstances to6\u^onf;to allow the 
presiding judge to do more than comply 
with the wishes of tho Govornmont to 
hold the Aaaize and leave tho queation of 
the validity of tho Assize to como up at 
the trial in the usual way. The point 
was not, however, raised at all, 

It has become, . therefore, a matter of 
duty in the^Judgiua'of the'Siipremo Court 
where life is at stake, to afford an oppor- 
tunity to all p.arties to argue thu matter 
in full Court, that, if possible, tho doubt 
may bo removed and the validity of tho 
trial, should such be tho decision, estab- 
lished or otherwise as may bo; and also 
to enable tho argument and views on both 
sides with any opinion which may bo 
elicited from tho Court to bo tranEniittcd 
as a necessary part of tho presiding judge's 
report to tho Secretary of State for the 
information of his Excellency the Gover- 
nor-General, particularly as the whole 
matter took place during the absence of 
the hon. tho Attorney-General. 

I therefore, in pursuance of the above 
duty, now write to yourself and the coun- 
sel for^ the prisoners to afford an oppor- 
tunity to havo the point brought up and 
discu8sed„-in thei full Court at an early 
da^^ihfi Vthe''8hape;?bf La'^^raotion for a rtile 
nisi for a healas corjms. 

That form will enable the Court to dis- 
pense with tho risk and oxpense of tho at- 
tendance of tho prisoners, at all events 
during tho early stage of tho proceedings. 

I havo written briefly to both counsel 
for tho prisoners lo the above eflect by 
the s.amo poat.

and 12 feet deep; an4 ^vhile^sel^ctihg the 
best plan for the constriictlo'h'of "said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in liuilding reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic use they should bo built so 
as to be able to contain tho greatest quan- 
tity of water in the smallest poss.ible area 
and covered so as to exclude the^f^ightj":^ 
light is vory injurious to water .stured in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build tlio reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of tho rock and using the rock pro- 
vided by that means for building tho bal- 
ance of tho wall, which would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make the reservoir 12 
feet deep, the roof to bo supported by cast 
iron columns.
